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Town appoints consultants 


Greer-Galloway and Ass- 
ociates Ltd.will be engaged by 
the town as engineers on a 
consulting basis for street and 
water problems.

Dundas St. W. 

Peter Dickinson, Chairman 
of Parks, reported on cost es- 
timates of replacing the wooden 
fence at the west side of the 
Town Park. Council requested 
a third estimate before a dec- 
ision is reached. Councillor 
Dickinson also reported that a 
volunteer group had been formed 
to help maintain and beautify 
the town parks.

Report from Parliamen 


by Lee Grills, M.P., Hastings 

Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau's decision not to call 
a Federal Election in June 
caught most parliamentarians 
by surprise, in his own party as 
well as in the opposition part- 
ies. The majority of members 
of the House of Commons had 
been preparing for an election 
for many months, and the 
Prime Minister urged his own 
people to slow down and wait 
for a signal from him that the 
election would be called. 

Now that the pressure is 
off it can be seen that Mr. 
Trudeau was concerned that his 
party would not fare so well 
at the polls if an election was 
called at this time. He has 
miscalculated so often in the 
past couple of years as to the 
effect his policies would have 
on the Canadian people that 
he is now caught in a trap of 
his own making. He must re- 
verse or modify some of his 
policies, or he must wait until 
next year to call-an election 
and hope that people will for- 
get his mistakes. 

There is another reason for 
his decision to delay an election 
Dissension in his own party is 
growing, sparked by resignat- 
ions in his cabinet, and more 
recently marked by revolt am- 
ong some of his backbenchers 
in the House of Commons. 
Thirteen Liberal backbenchers 
served notice last week that 
they were not satisfied with the 
government's proposed foreign- 
investment legislation, and 
several Ottawa area liberal 
M.P.s have openly criticized 
the government's language pol- 
icies in the public service.

and the president of the treas- 
ury board have admitted that 
such things are happening. 
They say that it has to be done 
in order to create a better bal- 
ance between French and Eng- 
lish in the service. 

If someone in the govern- 
ment had only applied a little 
common sense they would have 
realized that such a policy 
could not possibly work. Equal 
opportunity to pursue a career 
in the public service, and at 
the same time preserve the 
efficiency of the service, can 
only be accomplished by main- 
taining a policy of open com- 
petition, and by ensuring 
that the merit system for app- 
ointments and promotions will 
always prevail. 

Public service commission 
chairman John Carson stunned 
the House of Commons, and 
the public service, when he 
announced last week that there 
would be less emphasis on me- 
rit and more emphasis on plac- 
ing French Canadians in public 
service positions in the future. 
He will be called before a 
committee of the House of 
Commons in a few days to ex- 
plain his remarks, and hope- 
fully parliament will re-emphas- 
ize its past belief in the invio- 

lability of the merit principle 
in the hiring practices of the 
service. 

The public service of Can- 
ada administers billions of 
dollars each year in programs 
approved by the parliament. 
Fifty two years ago the first 
public service employment act 
was passed by parliament in a 


ract competent coreerists. 

Up to that time most worth- 

while jobs in the public service 

were dispensed by patronage. 
Abandonment of the merit

of it will come about as a nat- 
ural result of the population 
increase, some will occur as 

the ties to Toronto are streng- 
thened and some will take place 
as the new Toronto airport be- | 
comes fully operational. Even | 
at that, specific measures may 

be necessary to encourage ec- 
onomic growth in the region. 
Only by developing an inte- 
grated economy will the region 
realize its potential and pro- 
vide residents with their fair 
share of Ontario's future pros- 
perity. 

With that objective in 
mind, these trends become sig- 
nificant: 

People are moving in two 
directions. Some are being 
attracted to live in the larger 
cities and towns to be near 
good shopping and entertainment 
and better jobs and services 
(such as medical clinics, coll- 
eges, better high schools and 
soon). In a contrary trend, 
other people, having greater 
mobility than they had a few 
years ago, are electing to live 
in the rural areas and commute 
to large centres to shop and work. 
In the process, some farms are 
being subdivided into small 
"country estates”. 

As long as these two pop- 
ulation shifts continue, small 
towns and villages are unlikely 
to grow. Some will remain as 
they are; others will decline. 

The population of the re- 
gion as a whole will grow, re- 
aching 500,000 or more by the 
year 2000. Much of this growth 
will be centred in five areas; 
Port Hope-Cobourg, Belleville- 
Trenton, Peterborough-Lindsay, 


Bowmanville (expansion of | 
Oshawa), and south-eostern 
Lennox and Addington (expan- 
sion of Kingston). 

The rest of the population 
growth, for the most port, will 
likely occur in rural areas wi- 
thin commuting distance of 
these five urban areas. 

Recreation areas, will 
be in greater demand than 
ever. Enjoying more leisure 
time and increased mobility, 
people from the region and | 
elsewhere will make more use 
than ever before of such areas 
as the Kawartha Lakes, the 
Trent Waterway and the Hal- 
iburton Highlands. 

More people will be work- 
ing in service industries - 
and fewer will have jobs in 
agriculture and manufactur- 
ing. This trend is in keeping 

with a national shift toward a 
greater variety of services - 
retailing, personal services 
(such as barber shops), busin- 


a) 
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ess services (such as advertis- 
ing agencies and credit bur- 
eaus), tourist facilities, ed- 
ucation, research and public 
administration. Although the 
region's manufacturing pro- 
duction will likely increase, 
jobs in manufacturing will not 
increase and may decline in 
number. Against that general 
trend, the Lake Ontario Region 
will find it increasingly hard 
fo generate jobs in manufact- 
uring. And so the industry 
withthe region's greatest growth 
potential-is tourism and rec- 
reation. 

One important point to 
keep in mind, however, is 
this: While these trends ore 
unmistakably taking shape at 
the moment, there is nothing 
inevitable about them. They 
can be changed or influenced 
by government action or other 
forces,

Man and His Poisons 


For many years various 
experts, including scientists, 
have been labouring to block 
any reference to the possible 
dangers of pesticides. When 
Rachel Carson wrote her un- 
forgettable warning, about 11 
years ago, there was a react- 
ion from the experts ranging 
from condescending pity to 
roars of rage. But at the mom- 
ent every citizen can see for 
himself just what Rachel Car- 
son was getting at in "Silent 
Spring." 

According to a news re- 
port from Penticton, British 
Columbia, about 30 adult 
Canada geese have been found 
dead in the same area where 
110 goslings died last week. 
Both groups, it seems, were 
victims of the pesticide para- 
thion. David Hurn, British 
Columbia Fish and Wildlife 
Branch regional supervisor, 
told reporters that the adult 
birds died after “apparently 
ingesting the pesticide from 
grass in an orchard. " 

Just a small example of 
how man and his chemicals are 
doing on effective job of help- 
ing to poison the environment. 
While not forgetting the ob- 
vious benefits conferred by 
DDT and other chlorinated 
hydrocarbons, the dangers 
that accompany these chemicals 
have recently resulted in their 
complete banning in the Un- 
ited States. It is clear that 
although some chemicals will 
continue to be used for insect 
control in the future, they must 
be used in combination with 
other methods such as "biolo- 
gical control" - pitting insect 
against insect, identifying 
the natural enemy of a pest in 
order to control it. As biol- 
ogist, Mrs. Thelma Finlayson, 
has said, "We are going to 
haye to change our way of 
thinking completely in order 

to stop the terrible pollution 
we are now engaged in. We 
must cut down vastly on the 


use of chemicals... Before any 
chemicals are used against 


pests... they should be bio- 
degradable and they should be 
specific so they hit at only one 
group." 

Our environment is byild- 
ing up vast amounts of chemicals 
used in pest control that will 
not break down. The chemical 
industry represents a lot of 
capital, a lot of jobs anda 
lot of influence. Canadian 
agriculture, with the aid of

Deseronto councillors 
received and approved the fin- 
ancial audit for 1971, pres 
ented at the council meeting 
Monday night by town auditor, 
John D. Lewars, C.A. ,-of 
Belleville. In the absence of 
Mayor Sharpe, Reeve Lyons 
was in the chair. A lengthy 
question period preceded the 
adoption of the auditor's re- 
port, but questions were re- 
ceived only from councillors.

A visit to the Maracle 
Mohawk Centre Indian gift 
shop, located just north of 
the Skyway Bridge on Hwy. 
49, is a rare treat after dozens 
of gifty shoppies overcrowded 
with nic-nacs from Japan and 
Tritetown. 

Immediately on entering 
the door, the visitor is cap- 
tivated by the artistic arrange- 
ment of native-made crafts of 
countless variety and design, 
set off by the interior decor 
of barnboard siding. This is 
no ordinary shop, but then 
neither are the owners, Mr. 
and Mrs. Andrew C. Maracle, 
Senior, who opened the shop 
ten years ago. At that time 
it was a hobby ~ a pastime for 
the summer - but this last 
year it has grown into a full- 
fledged business venture. 

Mr. Maracle, an ordained 
minister-who retired recently, 
was born on the Brantford Re- 
serve and educated at Brant- 
ford, Tyendinaga and in the 
United States. He is an au- 
thority on Indian custom, 
culture, and lore, and has 
travelled and lectured exten- 
sively in the States and Can- 
ada. 

Mr. Maracle, who has 
designed many of the leather 
accessories sold in the shop, 
including the Tyendinaga 
necklace, genuinely enjoys 
making the articles himself. 
After the original design has 
been created and decided 
upon, he is assisted in the 
manufacture of the articles by 
his wife, members of his 
family, and o few other Mo- 
hawk residents of Tyendinaga. 
In fact, the small group of 
craftsmen have difficulty in 
keeping up with the demand 
to wholesalers in the United 
States, Canada, the British 
Isles and Germany. 

Among the most popular 
items made at Tyendinaga are 
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revival 


the dolls, dressed in deerskin 
costumes. 

The shop carries sweet- 
grass baskets made by the 
Papago Indians of Arizona and 
by the Mohawks at St. Regis, 
pottery from Brantford made by 
Tonto's sister (of Lone Ranger 

_ fame), leather goods of all 


descriptions, wooden articles with 


‘painted designs by the Crees, 
ceremonial corn husk dolls 
and masks by the Mohawks 
at Brantford, jewellery by the 
Apaches and Navajos, Eskimo 
soapstone carvings, lacrosse 
sticks made at Tyendinaga. 
Although deer hides are 
scarce, and not for sale, the 
Maracles will sell you wolf, 
fox or sheep skins, if you are 
fancying creating a skin gor- 
ment for yourself. 3 
An added attraction for 
the visitor is Mr. Maracle's 
personal collection of Indian 
artifacts most attractively 


displayed. As one visitor from 
Englond remarked in the guest 
book, "I could have stayed for 
hours!"
